House has passed a broad nar- 
cotics control bill giving agents 
and judges more power while 
reducing the penalty for pos- 
sessing a drug for personal use. 


The bill eliminates all manda- 


tory minimum sentences for 
controlled drugs and brings in 
rehabilitation and research fea- 
tures under a §403 million, 
three-year program. 


A 340-6 vote Thursday sent the 


measure to the Senate which 
last January passed a more lim- 
ited version.

"This kind of 
confusion," 


concluded Jeffery, "adds up 
to the fact that consumers are 
not at aH aware of what they 
really are getting (or not 
getting) for their money when 
they buy a product Often, 
they even pay the same or 
sometimes more for the di- 
luted orange-flavored beverage 
than for the tana-fide 100 per 
cent orange juice product"

pointing to the UW's Sterling 
Hall; bombing that killed a 
postgraduate researcher on 
Augj 24. Four suspects are on 
the^FBI's "most wanted" list 
following the FBI investigation 
of feat attack.

Finch, acting director of the 
agency's textiles and furs divi- 
i sion.

concern and not expected to 
cause drastic economic loss in 
the county.

These have taken firmer shape in recent weeks with re- 


ports that the Department of Agriculture is reorganizing to 
help with rural development goals sought by the White 
House. 
. The Extension Service—the educational network geared to 
land-grant universities—will play a vital part. One important 
move was the appointment on Sept. 4 of Dr. John Bottum of 
Ohio State University as assistant administrator for rural 
development. 


Wisconsin Chancellor 


Henry L. Ahlgren, chancellor for extension at the 


University of Wisconsin, has been named to a top-level job 
for coordinating rural development programs. 


The task force report issued last March put a good deal of 


emphasis on "local initiative" with the federal government 
helping provide incentives and tools for private initiative. 
"Rural development is not," the task force said, "a new 
agency of government." 


Federal Push 


Yet the federal government's role is expected to be im- 


portant Any expanded loan programs, tax incentives or other 
inducements for industry relocation and development of 
service is bound to require congressional action. 


Meantime, Congress itself may be taking a more concen- 


trated look at rural development. A part of the new omnibus 
farm bill drafted by the Senate Agriculture Committee not 
only defines the problem but calls for progress reports by 
agencies beginning next Dec. 1. 


The farm bill provision on rural development, written by 


Sens. Robert Dole, R-Kan., and Herman E. Talmadge, D- 
Ga., is aimed at putting Congress, the administration and its 
successors on record on behalf of rural America. 


"The Congress is, therefore," the bill says, "committed to 


a sound balance between rural and urban America. The Con- 
gress considers this balance so essential to the peace, 
prosperity and welfare of all our citizens that the highest 
priority must be given to the revitalization and development 
of rural areas."

The newly formed Drug 


Council, Inc., for Outagamie 
County "isn't a fly-by-night 
group," says Mrs. David Pat- 
terson, an Appleton housewife 
who is a co-founder and vice 
president.

face society, Dr. Thomas S. 
Smith, L a w r e n c e University 
president, told students and 
faculty Tuesday. 


In a welcoming address at a 


matriculation day convocation 
in the Memorial Chapel, Smith 
described student disaffection 
and its relation to a college of 
arts and sciences and recent 
changes at the school. 


"We at Lawrence fortunately 


were able to voice dissent 
without seriously damaging the 
foundations of our college," he 
said in reference to the type of 
disruptions that closed universi- 
ties last year. 


He noted that those events, 


however, spurred consideration 
at LU to the purpose of a 
university — to provide society 
with a place where the exam- 
ination and generation of ideas 
can take place. 


This means that older ideas 


and methods must be examined 
and sifted, he said. What is 
found useful should be applied 
to the problems of society. 


Smith warned students that

Jordanian desert. A Soviet 
helicopter hovered nearby.

Of nearly equal importance,

This does not provide us with

Research that we currently 


read about — creating parts of 
chromosomes in laboratories, 
for one example — may in the 
long run prove to be vital 
information 
in understanding 


mongolism and ultimately doing 
something about it. 


My answer, thfen, is: much

Wednesday night at a Wisconsin 
Transportation Symposium. 


The two-day meeting which 


opened at the Sheraton-Schroe- 
der Hotel, drew more than 650 
persons from all fields of trans- 
portation. 


The symposium is being spon- 


sored by the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Transportation and was 
described at the opening session 
as the first of its type in thej 
country. 


A proposal for a single trans- 


portation trust fund was made 
by James D. Braman, an ad- 
ministrator in the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation, who 
substituted for U. S. Secretary 
of Transportation John Volpe. 


Braman's proposal, which has 


been supported by Volpe on past 
occasions, has brought sharp 
rebuttal from the highway in- 
dustry which does not want to 
relinquish more than $4 billion 
in the present Highway Trust 
Fund now allocated for highway 
construction purposes. 


Shift of Funds 


Braman said an amendment 


to the present Highway Trust 
Fund would permit states to 
shift up to 20 per cent of the 
allocated fund to other specified 
transportation projects on the 
basis of the state's particular 
and individual needs and priori- 
ties. 


He said the proposed Public 


Mass Transportation Act of 
1970, 
would provide some 3.1 


billion federal dollars for public 
transportation in cities large 
and small. Ultimately it would 
become a $10 billion package. 


The bill also would be a 


companion to the airports-air- 
ways act which calls for the 
investment of $10 billion over 
the next 12 years to vastly 
improve air navigation and con- 
trol and aid in flie planning, 
development and construction of 
expanded airport facilities. 


Speakers throughout the day 


presented a mixture of growth, 
clouded by rising costs as they 
described the railroads and 
airlines industries. 


Harold F. Hammond, presi- 


dent of the Transportation As- 
sociation of America, Washing- 
ton, D. C.. said the transporta- 
tion industry contributes $180 
billion to the nation's economy 
annually, and during the 1970s 
predicted a 6 per cent increase 
in straight ton miles and a 100 
per cent increase in airline 
miles. 


Trouble Areas 


"However, there are at least 


five trouble areas,'' be said 


Hammond cited the need for 


better cooperation b e t w e e n 
labor and mangement "at a 
time when labor is fanning the 
flames of inflation with its wage 
demands with no resulting in- 
crease in productivity. 


He was critical of the feather- 


bedding issue on trains, the 
unloading and loading of con- 
tainers at ports, and other 
problems that "may lead to 
binding arbitration of wage con- 
tracts/'

Quinn reported that earnings 


of the nation's railroads were 
down 50 per cent in the past 15 
years, noting that railroads paid 
22 per cent of their earnings in 
taxes while all other forms of 
transportation paid 5 per cent 
or less.

Daniel Priest, vice president 


of operations for the Air Trans- 
port Association of America, 
spoke hi glowing terms for the 
future of air transportation, 
noting that traffic projections 
show a doubling of current 
figures in five years and tripling 
in 10 years.

Pornography and Your Child 


Recent public hearings on 


pornography and its effect on 
children have produced one of 
the usual reports that evades 
the real issues and that fails 
to distinguish between chil- 
dren and adults. In order to 
deflect the threat of repres- 
sive measures — censorship 
in this instance — these 
hearing reports often tend to 
lean too far the other way. It 
is obviously undesirable to 
have any form of censorship 
based on one person's or 
group's idea of what is por- 
nographic and what is not. 
But it is irresponsible, for the 
sake of avoiding that evil, to 
perpetuate or to propagate 
other misconceptions. 


Our children, this report 


concluded, need no shelter 
from literature that at best 
deals 
with complex adult 


problems and that at worst 
caters to every perversion 
known to man. It is impossi- 
ble to draw clear dividing 
lines between the two. And for 
this reason alone, censorship 
from any source, no matter 
how well intentioned it may 
be, is dangerous. But it is a 
big step from opposing cen- 
sorship of the media to en- 
dorsing any-kind of literature 
or programming for children. 


I have investigated the re- 


search and the problems con- 
nected with violence and with 
pornography is so far as they 
affect children. I have written 
a book on this subjtct. I found 
that what holds true for one, 
is equally valid for the other. 
A child reared in a predomi- 
nantly . violent climate .will 
reflect these values hi adoles- 
cence and adulthood. Today's 
child can walk into any neigh- 
borhood c a n d y store and 
browse through or buy with- 
out restriction, publications 
t h a t graphically 
illustrate 


every sex act and every 
possible depravity. He will, in 
fantasy if not in fact, act out. 
what he sees and reads. It 
e f f e c t s him detrimentally 
since he does not as yet have 
any judgment about what 3 
permissible in human rela- 
tions. Such experiences can be 
harmful, especially in the 
absence of sufficient adult 
guidance and explanation. 


We need neither censorship 


nor an e n d o r s e m e n t of 
pornography for children. But 
we do need laws that prevent 
violent or sexually disturbing 
newsstand literature f r o m 
falling into children's hands 
without their parents' permis- 
sion. Such regulation would 
place the burden properly on 
.the parent — where it belongs 
— to judge whether any one 
child is sufficiently mature 
not to be disturbed by this 
literature. This kind of law 
would be infinitely preferable 
to either censorship or tc 
condoning the exploitation of 


children under the guise of 
freedom.
